On the basis of present income, the 
proposed spendings of the Dominion dur- 
ing the present fiscal year would result in 
a deficit of $23,000,000 next March.

Another thing that might well be standard- 
ized throughout the Dominion is the population 
required before a community may be incorporat- 
ed as a city”? For many years an Ontario town 
could become a city if it possessed a population 
in excess of 10,000, and it has been repeatedly 
suggested that Brockville should take advantage 
of that stipulation and get out of the ranks of the 
towns in which she has been situated since 1832. 
Within recent years, however, the provincial 
law-makers have raised the standard, and 15,000 
is the population now required of a community 
before it may legally attain cityhood. At that 
rate, it appears that Brockville will have to wait 
for some years before it joins the other cities of 
the province, But in Manitoba a place may still 
become a city when it has 10,000 or over. In 
Alberta, a city means a community of 5,000 or 
more, and in British Columbia it is actually the 
law that any place with 100 male inhabitants may 
become incorporated as a city.—Brockville Re- 
corder and Times.
